Torrance-Made Firebees Put Hot 
Pilots of Air Force to the Test

Despite hampering weather simulated combat conditions in
conditions, pilots of the Air
defense Command have prov­
ed their salt against spunky,
iyan Firebee jet target mis­
siles at Projetv "William Tell
It." the 1959 U. S. Air Force
Worldwide Weapons Meet at
ryndall Air Force Base, Fla.

For the first time in a mill-
lary weapons meet, Air Force
interceptor teams defended the
coast of Florida against night
"attacks" by Ryan Firebees.

In another weapons meet
"first", the jet fast Firebee at­
tacked the Tyndall area in dual 
formations, to challenge the ef­
fectiveness of the nation's air
defense curtain.

RAINY CONDITIONS soaked

the Florida countryside, but
didn't dampen the spirits of
the 12 four-man interceptor
teams from U.S. and foreign
air defense bases entered in
the meet at Panama City.

The Firebee's effective night

Average flight time per
Irebee mission is more than
0 minutes, allowing several
hot runs" by the Air Defense
nterceptors. Direct guided
missile hits scored by many of

miles an hour.

In opening day competition,
Captain Frederick H. England,
Jr., scored a direct hit on the
Kirebee from his F-102 Delta
Dagger. His wing man, Captain
Ernie W, Chiles Jr., followed
the Firebee wreckage on his
radar, locked on, and smashed
the Firebee with a second di­
rect hit as it tumbled into the
Gulf of Mexico.

PROJECT "William Tell II"

ended Friday with the Air De­
fense teams flying F-104 Star-
fighters and F-100 Super
Sabres (for the first time this
year) F-80J Scorpions and
F-102A Delta Daggers.

For the first time also this
year, the heat-seeking Falcon
GAR-2 and Sidewinder GAR-8
missiles were fired in this
weapons meet. Other weaponijr
in the meet includes the un>'-
armed version of the atomic-
warhead, MB-1 Genie rocket,
and the GAR-ID radar version 
of the Falcon guided missile. :. -
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
